Drake, one of the mob, drew hig revolver and 
deliberately shot Parson Headlee three times 
each ball entering the body of his intended 
victim, producing instant death. With the 
blood of this good man resting on his soul, the 
— 9 Wm. Drake, left the country and 
cept his whereabouts concealed until within a 
few days since. His concealment has been man- 
y his friends in the most cunning 
and adroit manner. During the term of his 
concealment an indictment was returned 
against him and every means possible was 
employed to ferret out his guilty accomplices, 
His partisan friends and accomplices used 
every means in their power to or the action 
of the grand jury, as it would meet at every 
term of the court, and itis claimed that one 
who Is suspected as being the leading man in 
the mob has actually been a member of the 
gen jury, and has thus availed himself of 
ivers points, inicident to the murder, and has 
thereby added to the crime of murder, and 
also concealing his accomplice, the crim of per- 
jury. The prisoner was thus undoubtedly kept 
posted as to the condition of his case in this 
country. But murder will out and truth 
crushed to earth will rise again.“ Through 
the energy and vigilance of our sheriff, A. A. 
Harrison, the place of concealment was dis- 
covered and a capias was issued by the clerk 
of the circuit court, and, to make the arrest 
more certain, two reliable young men, pos- 
sessed of the requisite courage, started Aug. 1 
1871, on horseback, through a wild an 
mountainous country, a distance of about 130 
miles. They reported to the sheriff, L. D. 
Walker, at Farmington, in St. Francois coun- 
ty, Mo., and delivered the capias to him, and 
the party at once proceeded to learn the pre- 
cise locality and place of abode of the prison- 
er, and on the morning of the 5th of August, 
at day-break, their efforts were crowned with 
success. He had no time to make any attempt 
at resistance. The sheriff of that county at 
once took possession of his prisoner, and ar- 
rived at this place with him on last Monday 
evening, and delivered him to the sheriff of 
this county, who at once put him in the coun- 
ty jail, where he is now. His arrest having 
been ascertained’ by a telegraphic dispatch 
which preceded his arrival, considerable ex-

Ifa union of capacity for 
work and quality of workmanship be a 
token, and the best and most universal 
token, of the most perfect genius—which 
seems to be pretty generally conceded, 
both by psychologists and critics—the 
dawdler and the dreamer are not to be 
looked to either for models or standards. 
From SHAKESPEARE to DickENs the mas- 
ters were all industrious and painstaking 
devotees to literature, and, in most cases, 
its slaves.

Fortwo centuries at least the 
literary spirit—a phantom of glory—a sub- 
lime inspiration—hovered in the very air 
of England. Men pursued it with ardor 
and worshiped it in rags.

@ presence. The positive philosophy of 


the universal sense. There wasa certain 
romance in the dryest realisms of the 
country and the town. It is hardly true to 
say that all times are one. A man may not 
do in a compact community what he may 
safely do im a primitive society. There 
was a time when the May-pole was crected 
in that part of London which is now least 
festive.
